George Santayana, Famed 
Poet, Philosopher, Dies 


ROME—(*>—George Santayana. philosopher and poet who ranked 


as one of the 20th century', greatest thinkers, died here Friday night 
in a Catholic convent. He was 88. 


The brilliant Spanish writer, who 


spent many years in America, died 
In the sheltered solitude In which 
he had lived during the final quar- 
ter century of his life. 


During the past few years, age 


had enfeebled and shriveled him. 


Santayana died, surrounded by 


the books he loved, in his tiny room 
at the clinic of the Little Company 
of Mary—a British order of nuns 
known an the "Blue Sisters"' be- 
cause of the pale blue habits they 
wear. 


The clinic, overlooking the an- 


cient Roman colosseum, had been 
hi* home here for the past 25 
years. 


The famed philosopher WAS born 


in Madrid Dec. 16, 1863. Although 
a Spanish subject to the end, he 
was thought by many to be an 
American since he lived in the 
United States from the time he 
was nine years old until 1911. 
Practically his whole life was 
spent outside Spain. 


He attended Harvard university 


and from 1899 to 1911 was a pro- 
fessor of philosophy at Harvard. 
He then returned to Europe to lec- 
ture at Oxford university, England, 
and the Sorbonne in France. 


Santayana was best known to 


Americans for hi* only novel, "The 
LMt Puritan."

Sen. Harry F. Byrd more nearly 
represents their opinion than the 
Truman Fair Deal and added: "No- 
body owns you." 


After he had 
completed his 


speech and was walking down a 
wooden ramp, Eisenhower was 
caught in the crush of a crowd 
surging toward him. Suddenly the 
ramp 'cracked and crashed to the 
capitol steps a few feet below. 


The Republican nominee was 


tossed forward on his knees and 
Sen. William F. Knowland, walk- 
Ing alongside, grabbed him and 
kept him from falling. 


Not Hurt 


Straightening up and blushing 


off his suit, Eisenhower grinned 
and said he was not hurt. A score 
of people went down with the ramp, 
but none was reported more than 
scratched. Lou Duell, Eisenhower's

Eisenhower's Richmond address 


climaxed a day of triumphant 
whistle stop appearances at Char- 
lotte and Winston-Salem, N. C., 
and Roanoke, Lynchburg and Pe- 
tersburg, Va.

campaigning before large crowds 
in the Midwest and South. 


The Republican nominee, noting

Death by Doing the Wrong Thing

f)NEW YORK — If your home 
catches on fire, the odds are you'll 
be so confused that you'll do almost 
everything you shouldn't. That's 
why you should plan your steps 
well in advance—pi eferably now. 


The National Board of Fire Un- 


derwriters, in connection with Fire 
Prevention 
Week, October 5-11, 


points out that fire is one of the 
major menaces facing the Ameri- 
can home owner. Last year, fire 
{J&maged or destroyed some 300,000 
dwellings, yet many persons still 
haven t the faintest idea of what to 
do when it strikes. 


Doing the wrong thing—delay 


in notifying the fire department, 
trying to put out the blaze jour- 
self, looking for valuable to save 
—may result in death or serious 
injury. 
Don't, for example, make the 


«ame near-fatal error that was 
•bmmitted by an East Coast house- 
wife. Instead of directing her si\- 
year-old son to snap the handle at 
the corner alarm box, she sent htm 
several blocks away to the fire- 
house. 


» * * 


The obedient youngster followed 


orders and then sauntered back 
with the information that "the fire 
engines weren't home." 
^ Fortunately for the mother, a 
^xl driver turned in the alarm and 
no one was Injured. But the results 
might just as easily have been 
tragic. 


Fire last year took 11,000 Ihcs. 


Had the families involved taken 
the time to, plan their means of 
itcape in advance, authorities 
agree that the total of deaths 
might easily have been halved. 
A "family plan" for coping with 
t 


fire in the home takes httlc time 
discuss, but may well pay life- 


saving dividends. 


First on the family check-list, 


say the Fire Underwriters, should 
be learning how to turn in an 
alarm. Children—and adults, too— 
should be taught where the near- 
est fire alarm box is, and how to 
use it.

An alternative means of report-

g a lire is the telephone. The 
jmber of the fire 
department 


should be written down and kept 
Dear the phone. But if it isn't, call 
Ihe operator and say: "I want to 
report a fire." Then wait to be 
connected and distinctly give the 
correct address of the fire.

house. But be careful doing it.

behind you to impede the spread 
of the fire.

Action Now May 
Reduce Cost of 
Fuel Next Winter 


Fuel bills might be about the last 


thing on your mind right now, but 
soon it will be time to Kindle the 
home (ires again—and begin an- 
other round of paying for fuel. It 
may be possible for you to i educe 
this item in the budget by taking 
action now, before the new heat- 
ing season starts. 


Attention should be dnected both 


to the heating system and to the 
weatherproofing

But a greater problem in general, 
say the experts, is the -voidable 
loss of heat after it has been gen- 
erated. That's where weatherproof- 
ing figures in the picture. 


Weatherproofing includes piovld- 


ing storm doors 
and 
windows, 


weather-stripping doois and win- 
dows and insulating aiound heat- 
aieas. These featuies in combin- 
ation can i educe fuel bills up to 
one-half 01 moie. studies have 
shown. Exact savings that can be 
attained vaiy according to climate 
and constitiction, but in all cases 
\\eatherpioofing, can be expected 
to pay for itself in a. few seasons. 


The plumbing In a new home 


should give the owner little or no 
trouble during the "breaking-in" 
period. Homeowners can readily 
handle minor plumbing problems 
that crop up later on 


One such problem is the annoying 


dripping of faucets. To remedy 
this, simply remove the whole 
valve assembly of the faucet and 
examine it and the valve seat for 
minute chips from the cuttings of 
tubing or pipes. 


The valve may not be closing 


properly 
because of the chips, 


which should of course be re- 
moved. These tiny cuttings get into 
the water lines of every new home, 
and are washed.into the faucets by 
the flow of water, naturally. 


Another likely cause of the drip- 


ping faucet is 
-a. worn washer. 


Wrshers are fastened at the end of 
the valve assembly by a small 
screw—are easily removed and re- 
placed. 


Care should be exercised in 


closing faucets, says the National 
Association of Home Builders. They 
should be closed just hard enough 
to shut off the flow of water. Apply 
too much pressure in closing a 
faucet and you weaken valve wash- 
ers before their time. 


From time to time you may find 


that the toilet tank flushing mech- 
anism has gone awry. Remove the 
top of the tank to uncover this 
mechanism. A test or ' two will 
show you how it works. 


The rubber-ball valve plunget— 


it moves vertically, opening an 
exit for the water—Is subject to 
deterioration 
New plungers can 


be had at hardware stores, the old 
one removed by unfastening the 
screw holding it to the end of the 
vertical rod, and the new one in- 
serted. 


The larger bal' float—made of 


plastic or metal—which maintains 
the water level in the tank, can 
also be easily replaced The float 
should then be readjusted to the 
proper water level shown by mark- 
ings at the end or rear of the tank. 


Hot water heaters normally col- 


lect small quantities of scale and 
sludge. This brown-colored water 
can be .rained off by opening a 
valve 'ound at the bottom of all 
water heaters, 


IJ jf water heaters, whether gas, 


electric or oil operated, have heat 
Control 
mechanisms—they 
look 


something like thermostats—which 
should normally be set at about 
125 degrees, but where automatic 
washing machines are used may 
be set for 145 degrees. 


The lower setting is prefeiabls 


in order to avoid possible scalding 
where children have access to the 
faucets. 


In those areas where the tem- 


perature falls below freezing in 
the winter, exterior water connec- 
tions should be turned off before

cold weather arrives. This pi events 
fieezing and fractuie of the pipe 
and fittings. The shut-off valve is 
usually to be found in the base- 
ment, close to the point wheie the 
water supply goes through the ex- 
terior wall 


Finally, here are a few hints for 


owners of new homes: 


Don't flush hair, giease, 1ml and 


bulkier materials down thy toilet 
diain. They'll surely clog the 
toilet and sewer lines. 


If wood shimkage occins in the 


bathroom, the icsult is usually a 
smalt sepaiation between the tub 
and wall tile 01 between the tub 
and floor. Fix this condition by 
filling the ciack with inexpensive 
white cement, available at any

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The Shrinking Balance 


Recent statements by candidates for office and state of- 


ficials have raised some questions and possibly caused some 
confusion about Illinois' financial outlook.

Hodge Defines Auditor Plan 


• 7 Rep. Orville E. Hodge of Granite City, Republican candi- 
date for auditor of public accounts, has not only defined the 
duties of state auditor, but pledged his literal compliance with 
statutes bearing on these duties, in the event of his election 
on Nov. 4.

"The state auditor," declared Hodge, "is required by law 


to 'audit all accounts of public officers who are to be paid out 
of the state treasury; of the treasury by virtue of any ap- 
propriations made, or to be made by law, particularly author- 
izing such account.'

"If elected auditor, I pledge the people of Illinois that I 


shall carry out to the letter the plain provisions of this law. 
Under the present auditor my Democratic opponent, who ad- 
vertises himself as the 'watchdog of the treasury,' the office 
actually has been no more than a rubber stamp, in approving 
expenditures of more than 500 million dollars a year in state 
funds. It has confined its auditing duties and responsibilities 
to purely mechanical matters, such as the legality of the ex- 
penditure, the proper form of the voucher, and whether the 
expenditure comes within the appropriation. 


"As an employer and business man myself, having han- 


dled a large volume of business every year for more than 20 
years, I know what an audit is. It means a thorough exami- 
nation into, and verification of, receipts and expenditures.

PETER EDSON'S WASHINGTON NEWS NOTEBOOK 
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WSB's Cox Hints at New Regulations to Unravel Tangle in Fringe Benefits1 


WASHINGTON—New Wage Stabilization Board regu- 


lations to govern "fringe" pay Increases may b« forth- 
coming. This was hinted by W6B Chairman Archibald 
Cox in his talk before ths American Bar Association at 
San Francisco. 


At the present time WSB will approve fringe bene- 


fits—for lunch time, paid holidays, pension plans, vaca- 
tions, etc.—provided they do not exceed prevailing prac- 
Jices in any industry area. This takes up a lot of WSB 
time lo decide such trivial questions as whether time off 
to vote or attend grandmother's funeral are "prevailing 
practices." 


One suggestion has been to decontrol all fringe bene- 


fits. But if that were done it would cause unions to de- 
mand fringe benefits in place .of straight wage Increases. 
Another suggestion has been to decontrol minor fringe 
raises but keep the big ones under control. 


The Inflationary effect of fringe benefits may be aa 


great as straight wage increases, Chairman Cox admits. 
This is backed up by the recent U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce survey of over 700 employers. They reported that 
fringe benefits now cost an average of about $12.50 per 
employe per week. This included social security and 
unemployment compensation payments.

jets can't be operated profitably. Fuel consumption on 
a big transport powered by conventional reciprocating 
engines is a little under nine pounds of fuel per mile. 
For a jet of the same size it would be over 20 pounds 
per mile.

STRIKE RECORD PLAYED DOWN 


American Federation of Labor boasts that it has or- 


ganized 26,000 tomic energy workers, as compared with 
5,000 in CIO unions. But there is no similar boasting 
on the strike record of old-line AFL building trades 


unions at the new Paducah, Ky., atomic energy plant. 


Construction on this $900 million job was begun two 


years ago. In this time there have been 57 strikes, ac- 
counting for 2,847,000 man-hours of work lost. This is a 
little over 5 per cent of the total time put in by the 
construction force which now numbers over 22,000. 


The last strike at Paducah, recently settled, involved 


.18,000 workmen. 


Eight of the strikes were jurisdictional disputes bf/ 


tween rival AFL unions. They accounted for "nearly a 
fifty of the time lost. 
Other strikes were over wages, 


working conditions and supervisory personnel 


Conflict between Kentucky and Illinois labor leaders

The case hasn't stirred up the international ruckua 


that the Iranian government's oil troubles have because 
Indonesian production isn't as great and because no 
complete confiscation is involved. The Indonesian gov« 
ernment is merely trying to squeeze royalties and ex- 
port taxes so high that operation and expansion of the 
oil fields is unprofitable. 


There are three principal producing companies with 


concessions in Indonesia. They are Socony-Vacuum with 
60,000-barrel-a-day production, California-Texas Company 
with 10,000 and Royal Dutch Shell with 70,000. 
« 


Average well production in Indonesia is only about 


100 barrels a day, as compared with production of up to 
7,000 barrels a day in the Middle East. But the Indo- 
nesian production is important because of its strategic 
location. Most of the wells are on Sumatra, with lesser 
production in Javan and Borneo. 


Before the war the split was straight 50-50 with the 


Dutch colonial government. When the Indonesians took 
over, they started with a 40 per cent income tax. Then 
they raised it to 52% per cent.

which had the effect of making the total 65 per cent of 
income.

THE DOCTOR SAYS: 


Cook Pork Products Well 
To Avoid Disease Danger 
o 


BY EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. | 


A correspondent asks whether it 


is possible to get the disease known 
as trichinosis from bacon and ham 
as well as from fresh pork. The 
answer to this is yes—the disease 
can be acquired from any infected 
pork products which have not been 
thoroughly cooked. 


During 1944 nearly 100,000,000 


hogs were slaughtered in this coun- 
try, of which number approximate- 
ly 1.5 per cent are believed to 
have been infected with trichinae. 
It is calculated that the average 
person has KUU oervings of pork 
each year, and out of that number 
three contain trichinae. 


This disease, caused by a tiny 


animal parasite, is much more Im- 
portant than has been generally 
realized. Kor example, In Massa- 
chusetts between 1936 and 1945, 
287 cases were reported, with seven 
deaths. 


Surveys in 
various 
localities 


throughout the United States indi- 
cate that from about one person 
in three to one In five has been 
infected. 


When live trichinae are swal- 


lowed they pass through the wall 
of the intestines and are carried 
to the muscles in various parts of 
the body. How severe the symp- 
toms will be depends principally on 
the number of parasites present. 


During the first week following 


the swallowing of infected meat, 
the worms develop in the intes- 
tines. There they may produce 
nausea and vomiting and watery 
diarrhea. 
Sometimes abdominal 


pain is present. 


About the ninth or tenth day 


the trichinae begin to invade the 
muscles. Here, if there are enough 
of them, they produce muscular 
tenderness, especially in the arms 
and legs. Sometimes a reddls rash 
on the skin develops during this 
stage. There is often fever. Puff- 
iness and swelling of the face, es- 
pecially around the eyes, in com- 
mon. In the severe cases the pa- 
tient becomes anemic and loses 
weight. 
LONG-TERM FREEZING HELPS 


After the parasites have been 


in 'the muscles for a while they 
form sacs or cysts which repre- 
sent a relatively quiet stage of 
the disease. These, too, however, 
can produce some muscular pain. 


In mild cases the symptoms may 


last lor only 10 or 12 days, while 
in severe ones, the symptoms may 
continue for six or eight weeks, 


This serious danger to the health 


of the nation can and should be 
controlled. The most important 
preventive measures include cook 
ing garbage before it is fed to 
hogs, the inspection of pork under 
the microscope, the proper proc- 
essing of. pork products which are 
eaten without cooking, and stamp- 
ing out the disease in hogs. 


The 
best 
safeguard 
against 


trichinosis is to cook all pork pro- 
ducts thoroughly, through long- 
term freezing is also said to be 
effective.

Expert Would Have Made This Hand

"Is there any way for South to 


make four spades in the accom- 
panying hand?" asks a Camden 
correspondent. "When we played 
the hand South went down be- 
cause of East's fine defense. 


"West opened the deuce of dia- 


monds, and East won with the 
king. East shifted to his singleton 
deuce of clubs, and the game was 
up. Declarer won and knocked out 
the ace of diamonds to le.t West 
win the second diamond trick. West 
then returned a club, and East's 
ruff defeated the contract. 


"Can South make his contract 


by expert play? Would you say that 
East's defense was highly ex- 
pert?" 


East's defense was magnificent, 


but South didn't rise to the heights. 
He should have made his contract, 
and In an all-expert game he might 
have made an extra trick. 


South should naturally see the 


plot when East returns a club at 
the second trick. 
South should 


therefore plan to cash the top 
hearts and then lead the ten of 
hearts from the South hand, dis- 
carding dummy's remaining dia- 
mond. 


If East is compelled to win this 


trick, he gets onry a heart instead 
of a diamond, and therefore gains 
nothing by the exchange. What's 
more, the diamond discard from 
the dummy prevents West from 
ever gaining the lead. West can 
therefore never lead a club for his 
partner to ruff. 


When South begins by laying 


down the ace of hearts, a very 
expert East would see that his own 
plot has 
been 
discovered 
and 


would also understand South's plot. 


East would therefore begin to un- 
block by dropping the jack ot 
hearts on dummy's 
ace. 
East 


would continue by dropping the 
queen of hearts on the second 
round of that suit. 


East would hope that his part- 


ner had the ten of hearts, and 
would therefore be able to win the 
third round of that suit. If 
South's plot would fail. 


Unfortunately for 
our 
expert 


East, the ten of hearts is In the 
South, hand, and becomes estab- 
lished by East's hopeful unblock. 
South therefore cashes the ten of 
hearts to discard dummy's re- 
maining diamond. Then it'n a cinch 
to knock out the cce of spades and 
win the rest of the tricks.

RE-PUTTY WINDOWS 


Cracking and falling out of 


putty around window panes is 
due to the putty having been 
put on in contact with porous 
wood. 
Under 
thwe 
circum- 


stances the wood absorbs the 
oil from the putty, and leaves 
it brittle and crumbling. Be- 
fore puttying, the bare wood 
should be given a coat of paint 
or a thorough soaking with lin- 
seed oil and allowed to dry. 
After putty is applied, repaint 
and it will last. 


Leakage of water through the 


joints around window panes is 
due to cracks in the putty or 
to the putty pulling away from 
the 
wood. 
Sometimes 
these 


cracks can be closed by ic- 
pamtmg, but the best repair is 
reputtymg. 
The 
results 
arc 


more permanent. 


Leakage around the glasses 


of 
leaded 
windows can 
be 


stopped by scraping the putty 
from under the leading outside 
and refilling with putty or white 
lead paste.

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Mexico's Junior League Aids 
Sightless With Braille Books 


W LAURAXCE T. STIWTZ 
MEXICO CITY—W—The letter 


w*s written in the awkward, angu- 
lar handwriting of the blind. It 
cam* from * little sightless Span- 
ish girl. 


Eh* asked the Junior League's 


braille printshop for "all the books 
you have—I want to learn every- 
thing about the world." 
. 


Such letter* are nothing: new to 


the league, which does all the Mex- 
ican government's braille print- 
ing. The girl received what the 
league "had available," 


Mexico's 
Junior 
League, 
its 


members mostly U. S. women liv- 
ing here, edged into the Braille 
work in 1939. 


The Ignario Tripueros associa- 


tion, a small and struggling pri- 
vate organization, was doing what 
it could-for the blind. But its di- 
rectors said they would be glad 
to have help. League members 
started to learn braille in Spanish. 


Furnish Money 


The league also agreed to fur- 


nish money and volunteer workers 
to operate the association's braille 
printing equipment. The resulting 
books went into a Braille library.. 
By 1941, the library was started. 
It was particularly important in 
.Mexico because no braille books 
were on sale. The government 
asked the league to establish it 
in the government school for the 
blind, offering room for the col- 
lection. The library has gone from 
70 volumes to 1.500. 


"At first," the league reports, 


"children in the school were the 
only ones who used the library. 
But as news of it spread, people 
started coming in from outside. 


"One day a blind boy was seen 


reading a Braille book upside down 
and from right to left. He'had 
taught himself to read Braille with 
no help whatever. 


"As we watched his fingers 


fumble over the lines, we recog- 
nized another job to be done: 
braille classes for anyone Ineligi- 
ble to 
enter 
the 
government 


•chool." 


The demand for books wore out 


the ancient printing equipment. 
The league took its problem to 
Washington, and the old office of 
the coordinator for Latin Ameri- 
can affairs gave $1,000 for new 
equipment. 


' 
Production Up 


Production went up with the new 


machines, and the league was able 
to print textbooks 
for all 
the 


schools for the blind in Mexico. In 
addition, with additional 
books 


available, six more schools were 
opened. 


Blind person* were employee 


and trained as bookbinders and 
the output keeps 14 of them busy 
In 1931 the league acquired a 
Braille typewriter and ran a con- 
test to pick the blind employe to 
operate It. The outstanding con- 
testants were a 22-year-old man, 
blind since birth, and a man of 33 
who had gone blind only two years 
before.

Adlai Pledges Bare Bone 
Economy in Government

INDIANAPOLIS IB—Gov. Adla 


E. Stevenson invades Kentucky to- 
day after rounding out an Indiana 
eampaign with a promise of "bare 
bone economy" in government. 


The 
Democratic presidentia 


nominee also teed off in the 
Hoosier state on: 


Republican Sen. William E: Jen- 


ner of Indiana as "a man who 
slanders one of our greatest pa- 
triots and deprecates in ugly words 
the gallantry and sacrifice of Ko 
rea and the fight for freedom and 
peace." Jenner has called Gen. 
George C. Marshall a "front man 
for traitors." 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower as 


an inexperienced hand who can't 
"move in and work miracles with 
a meat axe—or with mirrors" to 
cut federal spending. 


GOP Sen. Robert A. Taft, who, 


Stevenson suggested, would write 
the labor laws and "conduct our 
foreign policy" in the event of a 
Republican victory in November. 


To Meet Barkley 


Today, down in Kentucky, Ste- 


venson had a political picnic on 
schedule at Vice President Bar- 
kley's home outside Paducah. On 
tap, too, were a brief talk at the 
Court House Square in Paducah. 
and a double-feature presenting 
both Barkley and Stevenson in 
speaking roles tonight at Memorial 
auditorium in Louisville. Steven- 
son's speech was billed as a foreign 
policy address. 


The Illinois governor lit into Taft 


by name in an informal talk Fri- 
day afternoon at Evansville, Ind. 
He went after Republican presi- 
dential nominee Eisenhower and 
Sen. Jenner—but not by name—in 
a formal address Friday night to 
a full-house crowd of 12,000 at the

ed Stevenson when he said his dis>

Allude* to Jenner 


That was a clear allusion to Eis- 


enhower's support of Jenner, who 
is running for re-election against 
Henry F. Schricker, now Indiana's 
governor. It was Schricker who put 
Stevenson's name in nomination at 
the Democratic National conven- 
tion last July 21. 


For the most part, the Indianap- 


olis' speech was given over to 
presenting a five-point program for 
economy in government. Stevenson 
sketched it in detail, then summed 
it up: 


"First, get tight-fisted execu- 


tives: second, give them the au- 
thority to run their organizations 
efficiently: third, scrutnize appro- 
priation requests with a cold and 
penetrating eye; fourth, spend ap- 
propriation requests with a cold 
and penetrating eye: fifth, spend 
appropriations 
frugally; 
sixth, 


don't do in Washington what can 
be done in Indianapolis, and don't 
ask Uncle Sam to bridge Catbird 
creek if you can help it." 


But Stevenson cautioned: 
"Let no one deceive himself. 


Pinch every penny as best we can, 
our federal budget is still going 
o be large—much larger than we 
ivould like."
